Observance of the tenth anniver­ 
sary oi Fascist Italy is made the 
occasion for bestowing praise on 
Premier Mussolini for the efficiency 
with which he has created order 
out of chaos in his country. 
The 
suggestion from him that Fascism 
will prevail throughout Europe, with 
restoration of the glory of Rome, i.s 
received with skepticism, while his 
proposal for cancellation 
of 
war 
debts inspires only declarations in fa­ 
vor of European concessions on tar­ 
iff walls and armaments. 
“There can be no dispute,” de­ 
clares the NEW YORK HERALD 
TRIBUNE,” about the fact that 
these ten years of unbroken con­ 
trol of a great nation insure II Duce 
Mussolini a place in history as one 
of the most dynamic personalities 
of this generation. 
Even now* the 
merits or demerits of Fascist ideolo­ 
gy, widely as it has spread, mean far 
less to the world at large than the 
demonstration which Premier Mus­ 
solini makes from year to year of the 
tremendous driving power that can 
be generated by one human spirit 
with a sincere conviction for fuel. 
This is undoubtedly the chief sig­ 
nificance which the tenth Fascist 
anniversary 
has 
for 
nearly 
all 
Americans; and this aspect of it 
will probably outlive all of present- 
day Italy’s intense partisan feeling 
about the rights or wTongs of ap­ 
plied Fascism.” 
“If Italy aspires to lead a world 
infinitely more complex than the 
Roman Empire of old,” says the 
ATLANTA JOURNAL, “she must 
prepare in subtler fashion for the 
enterprise. 
She must produce not 
one leader, one dictator w’hose heavy 
fist dominates her every thought 
and action, but a hast of great men 
who can project their domination 
to encompass humanity’s mind.

Duce gave little consideration, we 
fear, to what leadership in the world 
of 1932 means. Talk cannot create 
it, 
nor 
heavy 
armaments, 
nor 
scowls at those who refuse to fol­ 
low*. 
But apart from this boast of 
dawning world power. Mussolini had 
much accomplishment to which he 
points w'ith pride after ten years 
of Fascism. 
In numerous ways he 
has lifted his people from ancient 
ruts to modern levels. 
He has de­ 
stroyed many things, 
not 
all 
of 
which, we must suspect, were bad 
things, but he has created many 
progressive institutions and ideas. 
Ten years, however, as any Italian 
ought to know better than most 
people, is a very short time in the 
cycle of empires and dictatorships 
and democracies. The salient ques­ 
tion about absolute dictation of gov­ 
ernment by one man is this: what 
will happen when he is gone? Mus­ 
solini alive and active can fulfill, as 
we have seen, many promises, but 
he cannot perpetuate his plans and 
policies. HLs prediction is rosy and 
interesting, and good politics, but 
we cannot accept it as embodying 
extraordinary authority.” 
“Surely II Duce must know,” ad­ 
vises the BALTIMORE SUN. “that 
when America is in the throes of 
an election it is in the worst passible 
taste for foreign statesmen to talk 
about war debts. 
Here we were, 
riding serenely through a campaign, 
while the debts ride unnoticed to­ 
ward eventual 
limbo. 
And 
now 
Mussolini comes roaring into the 
picture w'ith the question. ‘Will the 
American people push 
this 
ship 
<the settlement of reparations at 
Lausanne), containing 
the 
hopes 
and fears of so many peoples, into 
the open sea again?’ 
Worse still 
100.000 Fascists shouted *No!’ What 
business have Italians to be shout­ 
ing No!’ If we want to push boats 
into the open sea, that’s our af­ 
fair. 
And. anyway, we don’t want 
to hear about such things during 
campaigns. 
The candidates have 
headaches enough as things arc.” 
The Mussolini statement. “Would 
that that ‘No’ could be heard on 
the other side of the ocean, and 
touch the heart of that great peo­ 
ple,” is quoted bv the SPOKANE 
SPOKESMAN-REVIEW’ 
with 
the 
reply that “the ‘heart of that great 
people' has been ‘touched’ already 
to the limit.” and with the argu­ 
ment that “Italy has promised to 
pay, for its borrowed $2,042.000.000. 
only a little more than half of the 
great sums it drew out of our Treas­ 
ury after the w*ar w*as over.” 
The 
AKRON BEACON JOURNAL ob­ 
serves: “Every time these European 
governments go forward with their 
preparations to spend added bil­ 
lions on their armies and navies 
tfcey defeat their hope of saddling 
the war debts upon American tax­ 
payers. 
If they are so anxious to 
lift the burden of taxation from 
the backs of their producers they 
make no progress with their effort 
by going in for larger military pro­ 
grams. 
Their yearly installments 
upon the American debts are hardly 
a drop in contrast.”

NEW?S. “it seems reasonable to cal­ 
culate that if some of the expendi­

of armaments. Furthermore. Presi­ 
dent Hoover has declared that he 
will exert his influence to reduce 
the debts if the countries owing us 
will take specific action to lower 
tariffs and to remove other deliber­ 
ately imposed obstacles to a nat­ 
ural flow of commerce in these dif­ 
ficult times. 
By lowering tariffs, 
the President does not mean ra- 
1 tional tariffs that have some eco­ 
nomic justification. 
He Is talking 
I rather of the special tariffs that 
have been erected for purely po­ 
litical reasons in recent years. Thev 
have been devised not primarly to 
regulate commerce but to embarrass 
other natons in the conduct of their 
economic affairs.”
